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Member of Parliament, &c. 


OUR Queſtions to me concerning the late 
Grant of 115,000 1. upon Account of Arrears 
in his preſent Majefty's Civil Lift Revennes, 
will, in a great Meaſure, be anſwered by the 
incloſed Prozeſts; wherein you will find the 
principal Arguments relating to that Matter 
| | clearly and fully ſtated; but as you defire. a 
more particular Information upon fome Points than could be 
contain'd in Atts of that Kind, 1 ſhall endeavour to give you 
Satisfaction in this Reſpect; and in order to it obſerve how 
the Civil Liſt Revenues were ſettled upon his Majeſty's Royal 
Predeceſſors, and in what Manner they are now ſettled on his 
preſent Majeſty. 


By an AQ paſſed in thegth and 10th Year of K. William, the 


Parliament ſettled upon him for Life for the Uſes of his Civil 
Government a Sum certain, or Rent Charge of ſeven hundred 
thouſand Pounds per Annum, to ariſe from ſeveral Duties and 
Revenues, which if they produced more than that Sum, the 
wy fy was to be reſerved for the Diſpofition of Parliament ; 
and if, by any Accident, they ſhould fall ſhort of that Sum 
Within any one Year, there was no Obligation on the Par lia- 
ment to make good any ſuch Deficiency. A 
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By another Act paſs'd in the 12th and 13th of his Reign, 
the Parliament charged 192, 400 J. per Ann. by a Deduction of 
3700. per Week out of the hereditary and temporary Exceſs, 
1. — of the Revenues granted to the King by the former Act, 
for taiſing a Sum of Money for the publick Services of the 
Year, and then left the Revenues and Duties to the King with- 
out Account for any Surplus, as well as without any Claim 
on the Publick to make good Deficiencies, it being well judg'd 
that there was no likelyhood of a Surplus, after ſuch a 
Deduction. 5 

Upon King William's Death, the ſame Revenues were in 
the fame Manner ſeitled upon Queen Anne for her Life, 
charged likewiſe with the Expences of Management, and to be 
without Account, as to any Sarplus, and without any Claim 
for a Deficiency: That they did not produce one Year with 
another, upon a Medium, during the whole Courſe of her 
Majeſty's Reign, a clear Sum of Coo, oO J. is beyond Diſpute ; 


and this Sum was charged as in the former Reign with 355001. 
for Peuſions from which the preſent Civil Liſt is diſcharged. 


The ſame Revenues were in the ſame Manner at firſt ſettled 
upon his late Majeſty King George; but the Parliament ſoon 
after turn'd that Settlement into a Rent Charge of 7c0,000 l. 
per Annum, and took 120,000 J. per Annum out of the, aggre- 
gate Fund, to compleat that Rent Charge, which was to com- 
mence from Michaelmas 1715; and if the Civil Liſt Revenues, 
With that additional 120, 00 J. produced more than the 700,000. 
the Surplus was to be accounted for to the Publick; and it was 
accounted for accordingly from Time to Time, and placed 


to the Sinking Fund; and upon a Medium of the whole Reign, 


one Year with another, has produced 65000 J. and upwards, 
and in the five laſt Years near 100,000 /. Upon this State of 
the Revenues it was propos'd, at his preſent Majeſty's Acceſſi- 
on tothe Throne, by the honourable Gentleman, who now 
preſides at the Treaſury, that the ſeveral Revenues. and Duties 
ſettled for the Uſes of the Civil Government in the late King's 
Reign, together with the 120,000/. out of the aggregate Fung, 
ſhould be granted to his Majeſty, not in the Nature of a Rent 
Charge, but abſoJutely and without Account; it being aſſerted 
by the ſame Gentleman, that they would, in all likelihood, 
produce at leaſt $00,000 l. per Aunum, one Year with another; 
and one principal Motive for this Encreaſe of 100,0001, per 
Aunum more than had been ſettled on the late King, was the 
making an honoxrable Proviſion for all the Royal Family. Thus 
it was propoſed, underſtood, and agreed to, by the Houſe ; but 
when the Bill was brought in, there appeared the Clauſe which 
hath given Occaſion to this late Diſpute; how this Clauſe cape 
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to be inſerted, -- fince it was not agreeable. to the Reſolution, 
on which the Bill was order'd to be brought in, nor directed 
by any ſubſequent Inſtruction, I ſhall not at preſent conſider; 


but muſt aſſert, that ſuch a Conſtruction as is now put upon it 
was never apprehended, or could be conceived, ' by any one 
Gentleman then in Parliament, or even by thoſe who inſerted 


this Clauſe. "449 


The Caſe ſtands thus: By the Act of the firſt of the King, 


for the better Support of his Majeſty's ge .and of the 
Honour aud Dignity of the Crown of Great 


ritain, his Majeſty 
is to enjoy all the Civil Liſt Revenues, with the 120,000 J. out 


of the aggregate Fund, without Account for any Surpluſſes, 


over and above $00, oool. per Annum, however conſiderable 
they may happen to be in any Year; and yet the Publick, by a 


Clauſe in the ſame AR, is to make good Deficrencies; or as the 


Clauſe for giving the 115,000 J. has conſtrued it, any Arrears 
of theſe Revenues ſtanding out and not paid into the Exchegzer, 
at Midſummer Day, to compleat Soo, ooo J. per Annum. 

Now conſidering this Caſe on the Foot of a Deficiency only, 
the Diſadvantage to the Publick will appear to be very great. 
The moſt conſiderable Branches of the Civil Liſt Revenues 


are in the Nature of them, liable to vary from Year to Year; 


the Interruptions, or Decay of Trade and other Accidents muſt 
neceſſarily leſſen the Produce of the Cxfloms. Other Cauſes 
may in the ſame Year leſſen the Produce of the Exciſe. The 
Publick is to make good the Deficiencies, and conſequently 
the Taxes on the People are to increaſe as their Loſſes and 
Misfortunes do, and even on account of thoſe very Loſſes and 
Misfortunes, and they are to pay more as they grow leſs able 
to pay at all; on the contrary, the Crown cannot in any Event, 
receive leſs than 800, uoo J. per Annum, and may often have 
the Benefit of a Surplus from thoſe Cauſes, which had brought 
a Burthen upon the People; for as the Importations are hindred 


in one Year, they will, according to Courſe of Trade, increaſe 


in another. | | 
lf then the Diſadvantage to the People is ſo great, by their 


being only obliged to make good caſual and real Deficiencies, 


how much greater muſt it be upon the preſent Conſtruction 
of the Clauſe, by which it is aſſerted, that the Publick is obli- 
ged to compteat whatever Sum is wanting of the full $00,000. 
actually received into the Exchequer the very Midſummer Day 
the Year ends? Altho? there are Arrears ſtanding out in Bills 
of Exchange, Money in the Receivers and Collectors Hands, 


more than ſufficient to make up this Sum; and it is evident, 
_ that. it is impoſſible the Taxes can be collected, much leſs re- 


mitted to the Exchequer in London, from all Parts of Great 
: 1

Britain, the very Day upon which they become due. Theſe 
are ſuch Arrears, as | believe there is not a Man in the King- 
dom but will agree, that the Parliament, at the Time of paſ- 
ſing this Clauſe, neither thought nor intended ſhould ever be 
made good by the People. For theſe are ſuch Arrears, as it 
is well known, muſt be unavoidable to a certain Degree in 
every Year, and may, at any time be increas'd by a deſigning 
and corrupt Miniſter, to any Sum he thinks fit; and this, 
without appearing to give Directions to the Officers of the 
Revenue; but by a bare Connivance only, by the Negligence 
of a Treaſurer in not quickening Payments, or by forgetting 
for many Years whole Branches of the Revenue, as happen'd 
not long ago in the memorable Caſe of the Hawkers aud Ped- 
lars; ſo that, let the net Produce of the Revenues be never 
ſo great, theſe pretended Arrears are to be made good by the 
Land- Tax, or other Supplies of the Year. Thus, the well- 
known Author of a Pamphlet, publiſhed in the Year 1713, 


then foretold, and ſeem'd to apprehend very much, that a Land 
or Malt Tax might be made at laſt an Hereditary Revenue for 
the Support of the Honour aud Dignity of the Crown, 
There is another Method of making the Appearance of A.. 
rears, when in truth there are none, or of making them ſeem 
more conſiderable than they really are, by anticipating part of 
the Revenues, and directing the paying Money out of the re- 
ſpective Offices of the Receipt of the Revenues, for the Uſes 
of the Civil Government, before they are paid into the Exche- 
quer; by which means a Parliament may be mifled, as might 
have happened upon this Occaſion, if ſome Omiſſions in the 
Accounts delivered by the Secretary of the Treaſury had not 
been rectiſied by thoſe called for by other Gentlemen. 5 
This Practice is of the moſt dangerous Conſequence to the 
Publick; for it ſubverts all the wiſe Regulations and Checks 
eſtabliſhed by our Anceſtors, for the due Collection and juſt 
and faithful Diſpoſition of the Revenues of the Crown; fince 
by this clandeſtine Manner of iſſuing them, the Payments do 
not appear upon the proper Record, as the Law requires; and 
| the Revenues may conſequently be eafily diffipated, and not 


| accounted for; and it will be very difficult to know certain- | 


ly what the Produce or Receipt has really been, without mak- 
ing ſach a ſtrict Scrutiny as a conſcious Miniſter will either 


to perplex, if not to falſify Accounts. 
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may aſſume the Merit of having himſelf accompliſh'd what he 


| directly oppoſe, or endeavour to fruſtrate, by giving Directions 
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To ftate both theſe Caſes in private Life: Suppoſe you had 


| ſettled upon your Son an Eſtate which was to anſwer and ſa- 


z:5fy to him every Year the Sum of 500 J. and that by a Contri- 
vance between him and the Steward, the Son takes from the 
Tenants 100 J. before the Rent is paid to the Steward, and 
this Money never appears in the Steward's Account; is this to 
be deem'd a Deficieucy, and the Father oblig'd to make it good? 
No; for it is manifeſt the Son, in this Caſe, would have 6001. 
a Year; and is it not as plain in the other Caſe, that if at the 
End of the Year your Son had received only 400 J. in Money, 
tho? the Tenants had paid their full Rent, and the remaining 
teol, was ſtanding out in a Bill of Exchange, or in the Stew- 
ard's Hands in the Country, ſhould you think yourſelf obliged 

to pay him the t00 J. nay, to pay it after he had actually received 

it in Money, by Payment of the Bill of Exchange, or from 

the Hands of the Steward? And yet this is exactly the preſent 
Caſe between the Crown and the People, as I ſhall ſhew pre- 
ſently ; but I think it neceſlary firſt to acquaint you with the 


Steps taken upon this Occaſion. 


Tue firſt Step taken in this Affair, was by a Motion of the 
Secretary of the Treaſury, for an Addreſs to the King, that the 


proper Officers might be directed to lay before the Houſe of 
Commons an Account of the Produce of the Civil Liſt Reve- 


nues within the Year, from Midſummer. 1727 to Midſummer 


0328, over and above the annual, weekly, or other Payments 
and 


ncumbrances thereon, over and above all Grants made by 
any of his Majeſty's Predeceſſors. | | 
_ Tho' the Deſign of this Motion was eaſily apprehended, yet 
it was a Surprize to many Gentlemen, that it ſhould be made 
fo late in the Seſſion, and after the Receſs of Eaſter, and when 
it was generally underſtood, that there was no farther Demand 
of Money to be made ſince it related to an Account ſaid by the 
Gentlemen, who made the Motion, to have been cloſed at 
Midſummer 1728, and conſequently proper in every reſpect, 
(if at all) to have been brought in very early in the Seſſion, and 
to have been conſidered in a full Houſe; but the Surprize of 
Gentlemen was [till greater, when the Accounts were laid be- 
fore the Houſe, and it appeared that, contraryto the Words of 
the Addreſs, and the King's Anſwer, they were made up, not 
upon the real, Net Produce, of the Revenues, but upon what 
Was called the Net Receipt within the Year, and that this ma- 


terial Alteration was made by. DireQions from the 2 


and by Letters writ to the ſeveral Offices by the ſame Gent 

man, who had moved the Addreſs for the Prodace. It was 
therefore moved, that theſe Papers ſhould be referred to a pri- 
vate Committee, with Power to ſend for ſuch other Accounts, 
| and 
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and to call before them and examine ſuch Officers of the Re- 


venue as they judg'd neceſſary, and then to report to the Houſe 
a true State of the Fact, and whether it did appear to them that 


there really was ſuch a Deficiency in the Produce of the Civil 
Liſt Revenues, as the Act requires ſhould be made good. 


But this Motion was oppos'd by the Gentleman at the Head 


of the Treaſury, and the Secretary who deliver'd theſe Accounts. 
When the Gentlemen, who made this Motion, were refuſed 


this Commitee (mn Indulgence, it was hoped, would have 
been thought reaſonable in a Caſe of ſach Intricacy and Con- 
ſequence) they then begg'd, that at leaſt it might be conſider'd . 


in a fall Houſe; that all Leaves of Abſence might be revok'd, 
and the Members ſummoned to attend, as had been uſual up- 
on Buſineſs of leſs Importance; but this was likewiſe refuſed, 
being oppoſed by the ſaid #wo Gentlemen. hn haha 
The Members, who had been ſo unſucceſsful in theſe Mo- 
tions, then moved for ſeveral Accounts from the Offices; and 


being afterwards apprehenſive of not obtaining theſe Accounts 


in Time, they moved for the Attendance of the Commiſſioners 
of Cuſtoms and Exciſe, the Poſt-Maſters General and other 


Officers of the Revenue, in order to have all the Light they 
could poſſibly obtain, in an Affair they thought of the utmoſt 


Importance. | — 2 * | 

I will not trouble you with the many Differences and Con- 
tradictions which there are between all the Accounts firſt de- 
liver'd from the reſpective Offices, and the Account from the 
Exchequer, nor the particular Differences between them and 
the laſt Accounts which were called for, and are in ſome In- 
ſtances very extraordinary; but you will ſee the Alteration they 
make in the general Balance of the Account, by the annex'd 
Abſtract, which is farther undeniably confirmed by the remar- 
kable Reſolution which the Houſe came to, after the Exami- 
nation of the Officers of the Revenue, and comparing together 
the different Accounts brought upon this Occaſion. bak 

By the Account brought in and ſigned by the Secretary of the 
Treaſury, the 115,000 is ſtated as a Deficiency. In the Reſolu- 
tion, and in the Clauſe of Appropriation, it is called an Arrear, 
and an Arrear to be replaced and refunded. By the annexed Ac- 
count you will find there was ſo far from being a Deficiency, 
that the Produce of the Year was 912,649 J. of which 708, 368“. 
was actually received in Money in London before Midſummer 
1728. Received ſince in Money 128, 115 J. and ſtanding out 
in Arrears in April laſt, 76, 165 J. which whenever they come 
in, muſt be accounted as the Produce of that Vear, from Mid- 
ſummer 1727 to Midſummer 1728. It does not indeed ap- 
pear by the Accounts laid before the two Houſes, at what times 
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the Arrears were paid in, as it might have done, if all the Ac- 
counts called for had been given; but from the Nature of the 
Arrears, ſuch as Bills of Exchange, Money in the Hands of 
Receivers, or Charges by them made in their Accounts for 


Duties incurred, it is certain the greateſt Part muſt have been 


paid within Six Weeks, or ſooner, after Midſummer 1728; 
ſo that the Crown gives Credit to its own Eſtate for a few 
Weeks only; whereas by this Clauſe, according to the moſt 
plauſible Conſtruction which has been endeavour'd to be put 
upon it, the Publick is to lend his Majeſty 115,000 J. without 
Intereſt, during his Life; and how unlikely this Money is ever 
to be replaced, without a manifeſt Injury to the Servants and 
other Creditors of the Crown, at the time of the Demiſe, need 


not be explainedsto thoſe who have felt or heard of Loſſes of 


the ſame kind upon the late Demiſe; and that ſome People 
never intend it ſhould be repaid, I think appears plainly by 
their oppoſing the Motion that was made to repay this Sum 
out of the growing annual Surplus of the Revenues above 
800,000 l. a Year. . | 1 

I hope you will excuſe my Endeavours to give you the ful- 
leſt Information I could upon ſome Points; altho' it has una- 
voidably led me to ſome things which are much better ex- 
preft- in the Prozeſis, And now give me leave, in as ſhort and 
clear a manner as [I can, to ſet this Matter before you. 

The Revenues granted to King WILTIA, and granted 
only towards the End of his Reign, were limited to 700,c00 /. 
and ſoon afterwards reduced. lt is likewiſe certain, that thoſe _ 
granted to the late Queen did not amount, one Year with an- 
Other, to 600,000 /. out of which, in the firſt Eight Years of 
her Reign, ſhe gave to the Uſe of the War, and other publick 
Occaſions, above 700,000 /. The late King had 700,000 J. 
per Ann. out of which 100,000 l. was ſettled upon his preſent. 
Majeſty, then Prince of Wales. His preſent Majeſty's Reve- 
nues are 800,000 J. per Ann. at leaſt; and it muſt be remem- 
bered, that the Grants of Penſions in former Reigns, amount- 
ing to 35,500/. per Aun. which were paid out of the Civil Liſt, 
during the Reigns of King WILLIAM, Queen ANNE and 


his late Majeſty, until ſome few Years before his Death, and 


were then, by ſome Words inſerted at the End of a Clauſe 
in a Revenue AQ, charged upon the Publick ; this Charge be- 
ing therefore taken from the Crown, mult be reckoned as ſo 
much Increaſe to its Revenue.

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If we add to this the Land Revenues, which are anticipat- 
ed by Debentures, Fines and Forfeitures; the Sales of Wood, 
which were always accounted for in the late Queen's Time; 
the Principality of Wales; all the Civil Liſt Revenues of Scot- 
land; of all which there is neither any Account of Produce or 
Diſpoſition; it muſt be granted, that the Revenues of the 
Crown, for this Year at leaſt, were more than a Land-Tax 
at Two Shillings in the Pound. 

Beſides, as this Revenue was given for making an hozoura- 
ble Proviſion for the whole Royal Family, and his Royal High- 
neſs the Prince of Hales (who now, to our great Joy, is. 
amongſt us) continued abroad during this Year, the Expence of 
100,0001. which was the Revenue his preſent Majeſty enjoy'd, 
when Prince of Wales, was for this time ſaved to the Crown. 

Before I conclude, I muſt acquaint you, that ſeveral of the 
moſt material Accounts not being brought in till late the Night 
before, and ſome the ſame Morning, it was moved that 
conſidering that there had been no T ime for peruſing them, 
and the Fatigue Gentlemen had undergone the Day before 
upon a very late Attendance on an Election at the Bar, it 
was moved that the farther Conſideration of this Aﬀair might 
be adjourn'd to another Day; but this was not agreed to; 
and after the Examination of the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms 
and Exciſe, the Poſt-maſter General, and the other Officers of 
the Revenue, which laſted till paſt Nine at Night, it was again 
propoſed, with the ſame ill Succeſs, to adjourn the farther 
Conſideration of this Affair till the next Morning.

Theſe Arrears 
may eaſily be increaſed by the Management of deſigning Mi- 
niſters, by private Directions to Receivers, and by artful Me- 
thods of ſtating the Accounts; from all which, we cannot 
but apprehend, that now this Precedent is made, we may

to which we object, ſeems 10 us liable to Conſequences ve- 


| ry dangerous to the Properties of all the Subjects, by putting it 
into the Power of thoſe who have the Management of the 
Publick Money, to give the Crown a Title to the Arrears 


of the Civil-Liſt Funds; though perhaps left on purpoſe in 


the Hands of the Receivers, and to a Parliamentary Supply 
for thoſe very Arrears too. 


5thly, Becauſe the Argument, which was uſed for paſſing the 


Clauſe, from the ſmallneſs of the Sum, ſeems to Us a much 


ſtronger Reaſon why it ſhould not be asked, than why it ſhould 
be granted. 5 

6:hly, Becauſe we obſerve, that whenever a Supply for the 
Civil Liſt hath been ask'd in Parliament, it hath cauſed great 
Uneaſineſs in the Nation, tho* demanded from the Crown it 
ſelf; and upon Pretences in our Opinion more juſtifiable, and 
at times, leſs unſeaſonable than this; when, notwithſtanding 
our molt prevailing Methods of Negotiation, the Fate of Eu- 
rope, as far as we are enabled to judge, is ſtill in Suſpence, 
and we labour under Difficulties that unavoidably attend ſuch 
a doubtful, and undetermined Situation of our Affairs abroad; 
when the Complaints of the People at home are general and 
loud, and as we fear, too well founded on Account of their 
Poverty and other Calamities, with which they have been 
long afflicted, and when for that Reaſon it appears to Us to be 
not only a proper Clemency, but true Policy too, to avoid 
giving them the leſt Ground to apprehend, that the Parlia- 
ment by laying unneceſſary Burthens upon them, may itſelf 
become one of their Grievances. 

7thly, Becauſe this Attempt, when we conſider it in all its 


Circumſtances, as far as appears to us, is without Example 
and we dread leſt it ſhould be made one, and laid hold of as a 


Precedent hereafter, if ever the Nation ſhould have the Miſ- 
fortune to ſee a laviſh, weak and rapacious Miniſtry, armed 
with great Power, deſirous to raiſe ſuch extraordinary Supplies 


in Parliament, in ſuch extraordinary ways, more in reality to 
! ſupport their own inconfiderate and pernicious Schemes, than 
the Honour and Dignity of the Crown, 
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
